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LETTING OFF STEAM? 


Did you ever see that big engine sitting at the head of a sleek train before the depot, all ready to start on that swift 
journey across country? The engineer's head was sticking out the cab window and the fireman had his fire glowing bright. 
The steam was right up to the border line and every little bit the pressure would go over the line and the steam would pop off. 
Well, that’s just like the Boss out here. He’s finished his fifteenth year in the cactus and succulent business, and it was a 
decidedly better year than any year before. He’s all set to start off on a bigger and better year, so he will take this space to 
blow off a little steam. 


He says we planted a lot of fine propagating stock last year out in the north and the south fields, and it looks as 
though that stock is going to make a great big addition to this year’s supply. Also he says along about the first of March, 
that’ s when all danger of frost is past, but so early that a great many of you will still be shoveling snow out of the path, he’s 
going to set the whole crew to planting more propagating stock. He anticipates a much greater production this year, so if you 
have not been satisfied with the supply, quality or service from other sources, send him your orders this year. If you have 
been satisfied with the other fellow, stay with him, because the Boss says we are not the only good cactus growers. 


At present the Boss has a lot of the crew busy transplanting hundreds of thousands of Pleiospilos, Faucaria, Gasteria 
and Aloe seedlings out of the seed flats. They'll grow here in the winter time without heat, so planting them gives something 
to do new when lots of other things will not grow, and it will give lots of these to ship next fall and winter. 


Our aim has been and will continue to be the growing of the most useful kinds in ample supply and of the best quality. 
Since this is a business employing more than a score of steady workers, and is not a backyard plaything operated by a family, 
our price scales are based upon the study of cost experience. We sell very, very little through brokers. Our combind per- 
sonal wages and net profits are far below a broker’s selling fee. 


Our list of varieties is not so big as it used to be for several reasons. For one thing we cannot grow everything that 
might be asked for in adequate quantity to supply a wholesale market that may and does ask for items in hundred thousand 
lots. Another reason is that we are continually selecting the best and discarding the rest. You will note that we list very 
few of the quick growing or weedy types, or those that are only good for a brief season. 


At different times of the year there are certain things that are prime as to size and quality, so are best buys. Among 
such items at present is our stock of Pleiospilos, the African Living Rocks, which is the best crop of these we ever saw. 
In the Tiger Jaws there is extra good value in the Faucaria bosscheana type. We have carefully tended a big batch 
of Gasteria seedlings for more than a year. Now a lot of perfectones are ready to ship. We have a fine lot of the dwarf Mex 
ican Tree Cactus, Opuntia vilis, well branched and in a nicesize. We are one of the few firms that attempt to list the app 
roximate sizes of the stock we offer. We do not expect any body to buy a pig in a poke. 


By the way, if there is anything in our line that you have not been able to get in adequate supply, let us know. We 
might be able to grow it. We urge all those who expect to use large quantities to order just as soon as possible for next 
summer and fall delivery. We expect this to be another year of heavy demand and short supply. 


Everybody at our place wishes a Happy New Year to everybody at your place. May 1945 be the Year of Victory both 
in the East and the West.

Gasteria hybrids. Duck Wings, Bow Tie, Ox Tongue. Thick leaves 
arranged in opposition. We have a fine crop coming on. Our 
stock is free from the black spot that often is found on plants 
from the coastal area. 143-23”. 


Kalanchoe marmorata. Pen wiper Plant. Large blue leaves with 
irregular brown and purple spots. 2-3.” 
Kalanchoe somaliensis. Jack Frost's Paint Brush. Broad blue gray 
leaves highly tinted with pink to orange shadings. 2-3” RC. 
Mesem agninum. A fleshy leaved Tiger Jaw type without teeth. 
12-23 RC. 

Pleiospilos bolusii. African Living Rock. Very fat, stone-like leaves 
arranged in opposite pairs. 13-2” S. 

Pleiospilos nelii. Cleft Stone. A more globular and compact species. 
14-12” S. 

Portulacara afra. Elephant Bush. Stiff reddish stems bearing small 
green leaves. Very useful to give height. 3-4’ RC. 

Portulacara afra variegata. Rainbow Bush. Beautifully tinted in red, 
yellow, white and green. 2-3” RC, 

Rhombiphyllum romboidum. Flat rosettes of irregular toothless leaves 
in the Tiger Jaw group. 13-2% RC. 

Sedum guatemalense. Christmas Cheer. Erect with fat bean shaped 
leaves often highly tinted with red. 2-3’’ RC. 

Sedum pachyphyllum. Jelly beans. Erect with fat blue-green leaves 
bearing red tips. 2-3’ RC. 

Sedum praeltum crest. Fan Dancer's Plant. Broad green fans top- 
ped with a ruffle of tinted small leaves. 2-3’ RC. 

Sempervivum calcareum. Silver gray rosettes with rich brown tips. 
1-13 RC. 

Sempervivum tectorum. House Leek. Clustering green rosettes, brown 
tipped. 13-2” RC. 

Stapelia hirsuta hybrids. Hairy Star Fish Flower. Angled columnar 
plants branching from the base. 2-3” S.
